Proposed Amendment to The Constitution 
Shall an amendment to the constitution relative to 


the apportionment of senatorial, representative and 
councillor districts, further described as follows: 


The proposed amendmen 
vides for the annulment of Art 
of Amendment of the Constitution and the substitution 
therefor of a new Article XXI, and for the annulment 
of Article XXII of the Articles of Amendment of the 
Constitution and the substitution therefor of a new 
Article XXII. The proposed amendment embodies in 
substance the following changes in and additions to said 
Articles XXI and XXII: 


of the Constitution pro- 
le XXI of the Articles 


1. In proposed Article XXI, towns of twelve thous- 
and inhabitants or more may be divided in forming rep- 
Tesentative districts. No precincts, however, in such 
towns may be divided. In taking the census the special 
enumeration of legal voters shall specify the number 
residing in each precinct of such towns, Under existing 
Amendment XXI no town may be divided and no specifi- 
cation of the number of voters in a precinct is required. 


2. The division of a county into representative dis- 
tricts and the apportionment of representatives to dis- 
tricts therein is to be made by “The county commis- 
sioners or other body acting as such or, in lieu thereof, 
such board of special commissioners in each county as 
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may for that purpose be provided by law, ...” Under 
Article XXI as it now stands the division and apportion- 
ment is made by “The mayor and aldermen of the city 
of Boston, the county commissioners of other counties 
than Suffolk, — or in lieu of the mayor and aldermen 
of the city of Boston, or of the county commissioners 
in each county other than Suffolk, such board of special 
commissioners in each county, to be elected by the peo- 
ple of the county, or of the towns therein, as may for 
that purpose be provided by law, ...” The time for 
assembling of such commissioners, board or body for 
the purpose of making such division and apportionment 
is also changed, from the first Tuesday of August next 
after each assignment by the Legislature of the number 
of representatives to each county, to a time within thirty 
days after certification by the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth to such commissioners, board or body of the 
number so assigned, or within such other period as the 
General Court may by law provide. 


3. Under the proposed Articles, each special enumer- 
ation shall be the basis for determining the districts, 
senatorial, representative and councillor, for the ten- 
year period beginning in the fourth January following 
said special enumeration and the present division of dis- 
tricts is to remain in effect until January, 1939. Under 
the existing amendments the ten-year period is the 
period between the taking of each census. (Thus, the 
next redivision based upon the next census in 1935, 
would, under the proposed Articles, affect those elected 
in 1938 to hold office beginning in January, 1939, instead 
of affecting those elected in 1936 to hold office beginning 
in January, 1937. Under existing amendments repre- 
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sentation of newly created districts begins in January 
of the second year after each ten-year census, whereas 
under the proposed article it would begin in January of 
the fourth year thereafter.) The number of representa- 
tives (240), senators (40), and councillors (8) is not 
changed. 


4. The Legislature may limit the time within which 
a division of representative, councillor or senatorial dis- 
tricts may be questioned by judicial proceedings. The 
existing amendments contain no provision that itself 
limits or authorizes the Legislature to limit such time.

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REPORT OF THE WATER DEPARTMENT 


To the Citizens of Millis: 


Your Water Commissioners consider that the water 
system has been greatly improved this last year by 
the addition of the addition of the new well which is 
the same size as the other wells but is 23 feet deep. We 
have 19% feet of water in this well, which more than 
doubles our supply. 


In doing the work on this well we consider that the 
Town of Millis saved money by having the people here 
in Millis do most of the work. The lowest figure we 
obtained from outside concerns was $4,750.00 for the 
excavating and building of the well, but this did not 
include the putting on of the roof, laying of the suc- 
tion main connecting this well with the others or grad- 
ing. We let C. E. Simpson & Son go ahead and build 
the well and hired the Lee Crane Service Co. from Bos- 
ton to do the excavating. The rest of the work was 
done by people here in town and the whole job was 
completed for the appropriation of $5,000.00 


We built a building this fall for the storage of our 
tools and our other property so as to get them together 
under one roof and give it the proper care. 


We made a water extension of 1,360 feet from Pleas- 
ant Street onto Spencer Street out of our regular ap- 
propriation. This with the two other extensions put 
in on Spring and Acorn Streets make 5,060 feet of new 
mains laid this year. 
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Section 10. The foundation walls for all buildings 
Buildings of Two as specified in Section 8 shall be for 
or More Stories _ buildings of two stories or more, and 

shall be of such thickness as the In- 
spector may approve. If built of rubble or field stone, 
for building of two or more stories, the thickness shall 
be not less than eighteen inches at top and twenty-four 
inches at bottom. If built of concrete, the thickness 
shall be not less than twelve inches and rest on a foot- 
ing eight inches thick and two feet wide. 


Section 11. The foundation walls, for wooden 
Foundation Walls buildings of one or two stories, 
for Wooden Buildings or for brick buildings of one 
of Two Stories or story, when built of rubble, or 
Brick Buildings of field stone, or common ledge 
One Story stone, shall be of a thickness not 


less than fourteen inches thick 
at top and twenty inches at bottom, with one-fourth the 
stones running through, and may be laid dry to a point 
sixteen inches below grade line, and well pointed on the 
inside. Foundation walls of concrete of brick shall not 
be less than eight inches for one story frame buildings, 
and ten inches, or more as the Inspector may direct, for 
two story frame buildings and one story. brick buildings. 
Concrete blocks not to be used for foundations below 
grade line. 


Four-Inch. Above said point to sill, it shall be laid in 
Pilasters one-third cement mortar or built of eight- 

inch brickwork or eight-inch concrete blocks 
with ends filled with’ cement mortar with a four-inch 
pilaster where girders rest, providing, however, that the

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


As in past years, we extend a most cordial invitation 
to the parents and people of Millis to consult us in school 
affairs. Our regular meetings are held the last Friday of 
each month at the High School Building, and you will 
be most welcome. 


This booklet contains the report of our Committee and 
all the instructors under our supervision, and will, we be- 
lieve, give a fairly complete report of our work. 


We have made to the school property whatever repairs 
have seemed necessary to us during the year, including 
the work on the heating system at the Rockville School. 


The situation in regard to the shortage of school space 
is unchanged, and we hope that something can be done 
about it, and that the report of the Special Committee will 
be accepted and acted upon. 


Our athletic record this year has been excellent, our 
football team losing only one closely contested struggle 
to Medway. This is most excellent as we are striving 
toward the maintenance of health as well as scholastic 
character. 


In our previous report, we referred to the gift of Fred 
H. Williams, Esquire, in donating the J. Annette Williams 
Scholarship at Pembroke College in Brown University. 
During the current year, he has duplicated his former gift, 
by donating a Scholarship for boys at Brown University. 
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The Junior High School operetta, “At the End of the 
War Path,” was successfully presented with a large 
group of boys and girls from the 7th, 8th and 9th 
grades. Miss Elinore Cole had entire charge of this 
activity. 


The Senior High School Stunt Night was made pos- 
sible and a success by the co-operation of the three up- 
per classes and the teachers. 


It should be borne in mind that the plays and operettas 
are not put on for the money they may bring in. We 
consider their real value an educational one to the pupils 
who participate, as these pupils receive considerable 
training, and try themselves out before an audience, dis- 
covering their real ability in a dramatic way. Much 
has been done along this line by Misses Martinson and 
Elinore Cole, and their work is appreciated by the pupils, 
and, I have no doubt, by the parents, also. 


The third Get-together Athletic Night and Banquet, 
Monday, June 16, recognizing both boys and girls in 
the different branches of athletics, is an outstanding 
event of our school. The adult attendance was good, 
and the spirit shown at the banquet was excellent. 


The annual Millis Schools Exhibition was held Thurs- 
day and Friday, June 5 and 6. The work of the grades, 
including the drawing, cooking and sewing departments, 
was shown at the Grange Hall. On Thursday evening, 
June 5, the usual afternoon session was conducted for 
the benefit of parents who wished to visit school in 
session. r 5 
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Agricultural School where Cecelia McCarthy won a first 
prize, Dorothy Lee, a first prize, and Elsie Savage, a 
third prize. In June the older girls entered a dress con- 
test conducted by the Women of Norfolk County and 
held at Babson Park, Wellesley. In this contest the 
dress was judged twice—once as a dress, and again as 
worn by the girl who made it. For a second time in 
one season our Millis girls showed that they ranked 
high in comparison with the surrounding towns, when it 
was announced that Georgie La Croix had won third 
prize, and Natalie Leyden had received honorable men- 
tion. Then, of course, all had the opportunity to see 
the work of all the girls in June at our final school 
exhibition, and undoubtedly passed judgment in regard 
to their success.

7 and 8 are required to take the course outlined in this 
work. I have 38 girls who meet for two periods each 
week. During this time throughout the year the girls 
learn to prepare sandwiches, beverages, soups, salads, 
breads, breakfast and supper dishes as well as desserts. 
Here I might add that in the fall one month’s work was 
devoted to teaching the cold pack canning, and another 
month will be given to this work at the close of the 
year. The girls were much enthused about this new 
item of work. The girls also help to serve cocoa during 
the winter months to the children who bring their lunch. 
Gnce a month the Home Service Division from the Edi- 
son Company gives a demonstration to these classes.

I am attempting at present to procure a teacher of 
wind instruments from the Conservatory for such pupils 
as wish to study saxophone, cornet, etc., providing the 
cost is not prohibitive. 


The classes vary through the grades as to singing 
ability but the Senior High School shows a decided im- 
provement in attitude and ability. A new Glee Club 
of Senior High School Boys has been started this year 
at the request of the boys themselves. Already they 
have showed astonishing work in four-part male 
choruses. 


Last year’s musical events were limited to a Junior- 
High School Operetta and Senior High Stunt Night, 
both of which were successful not only from a financial 
standpoint but from a gain in ability and poise. The 
graduation music was highly praised and was definite 
proof of the splendid co-operative feeling amongst the 
students. Seven numbers were sung instead of the 
usual four, and all were sung from memory except one 
of unusual difficulty by the Girls’ Glee Club. 

Our first musical event of this year was a Junior High 
School Operetta “The Blue Belt.” A cast of forty-nine 
children presented this rather difficult musical play in 
an acceptable manner. The next scheduled event by the 
music department will be a concert by the combined 
Glee Clubs of the Junior and Senior High Schools, and 
a Senior High Operetta. Work has already begun on 
the concert music. The Senior Operetta has been chosen 
and parts will be assigned as soon as the books are 


ready. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING 


To the Superintendent of the schools of Millis: 


The teaching of drawing, in the past year, has fol- 
lowed a flexible outline intended to provide the children 
with a working knowledge of color, lettering, figure 
drawing, and design, with much emphasis on paper fold- 
ing, tearing and cutting. 


The work is divided about evenly as to direction and 
suggestion ; that is, work done step by step at the dicta- 
tion of the teacher, and original drawings done from a 
variety of subjects suggested by the teacher. This gives 
equal opportunity to the child who lacks originality but 
who can follow directions, and to the child who has a 
natural talent for self expression. Wherever possible, 
practical application is being made of every project— 
for instance, we have made baskets, invitations, place 
cards, cornucopias, Christmas tags, and boxes, mast of 
which were actually used in place of commercial articles 
of the same nature. 


In last year’s poster contests, several of our young 
artists received medals and honorable mention. This 
year, to save time, the pupils will make but one poster 
each, hoosing from four subjects—thrift, safety, health, 
and kindness to animals. 


REPORT OF THE ATHLETIC DIRECTOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools of Millis: 
I respectfully submit my annual report. 


Our athletic teams are meeting in successful compe- 
tition with schools much larger than ours. This is due 
in no small part to the splendid spirit of co-operation 
of the pupils, towns-people, School Committee and fel- 
low teachers. 


Over seventy-five per cent of the entire enrollment 
of pupils take active part in athletics during the school 
year, which of itself shows the interest taken in a non- 
compulsory activity. 


At the beginning of the year all the boys were given 
a physical examination -by our school physician, Dr. 
Piper, whose interest and care helped considerably in 
keeping the boys in excellent physical condition. The 
physical well being of the pupils has been of primary im- 
portance in the directing of athletics and we have been 
fortunate in the surprising lack of injuries. There has 
been no instance of absence from school or inability to 
participate in any sport because of injuries received on 
the playing field. Adequate equipment has played a 
large part in the lack of injuries, It is my opinion that 
our equipment is equal to that of any school of our 
size in the state. 
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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To the Superintendent of Schools of Millis: 


The school children were given their routine physical 
examination for defects. The high school students were 
included in this examination. It was not necessary to 
make as many recommendations for the correction of 
physical defects as in former years. It was encouraging 
to note that many of these recommendations had been 
carried out during the summer vacation. 


All of the students who came out for the various ath- 
letic activities were checked up for any physical defect 
which might make it inadvisable for them to take part 
in these games. A number of minor injuries were sus- 
tained in athletics but none of a serious nature. It is my 
belief that this part of the school work has been a great 
help in improving the health of the school children in 
general. 


Defective teeth appeared to be one of the most com- 
mon things that required attention. The establishment 
of weekly Dental cs helped out a great deal in this 
matter. They were limited in the time which they had 
to operate during the past year, but T feel sure they 
would do much good if they could be continued. 


The Pre-school Clinic was held in June and as many as 
wished to, brought their children in for examination. 
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
